The following are two different petitions sent to Congress concerning a mail route from Arkansas City to Ouachita Parish, Louisiana. 
They were apparently sent about a month apart, some of the signers are identical. It is interesting to note that many of these citizens 
were in the 1810 and 1820 census of Quachita Parish, Louisiana and later in Chicot County. Submitted by ACGS member Faith

To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of North Amcrica, in Congress assembled. 


The prayer of the undersigned petitioners Citizens of the County of Arkansas humbly sheweth—unto your 
honorable body that the Town of Arkansas Situated on the river Arkansas is the only Town or Village in the South West 
Scction of the Missouri Territory that it is Surrounded on all sides by an extensive and increascing population that the 
Town of Arkansas is the depot for the Trade of the Arkansas River one of the most beautiful streams in the western 
Section of the United States that the Town aforesaid from its centrial situation its numerous Civil and commercil advan- 
tages is destined ere long to claim a Rank amgst the first Towns of the West.— 


We the undersigned petitioners &c well knowing the fricndly disposition of your honorable body towards the 
growth and population of the Western Country, beg leave to state to your honorable body the necessity of a continuation 
of the mail rout from this place to the post of Ouachita the distance of one hundred and forty milcs on a tolcrable Road 
that may be passed with safety at any season of the year—a Continuation of the mail Rout from this place to the post of 
Ouachita will form a communication between this place and the states of Louisiana Missippi and the Territory of Ala- 
bama—The places of all our mercantile Transactions and Interests—by the proposed rout communications from this to 
Nachez and New Orleans and from thence back may be transacted say in twenty days whereas by the present mail Rout 
by the way of St Louis Retums from any part of the Lower Country cannot be had in Less than ninety or one hundred 
and twenty days—The undersigned therefore pray your honorable body that the premises being duly considered you in 
your wisdom will be graciously pleased to grant the prayer of your petitions and they as in duty bound will Ever pray &c

The undersigned inhabitants of the County of Arkansas, respectfully represent unto your honorable body that 
according to the present arrangement of the mail routes in the Southern and western parts of the United States, there is 
the want of a route between the town of Arkansas in the Missouri Territory and the town of Oachita in the State of 
Louisiana—That the distance between those two places does not exceed one hundred and forty miles, and a road may be 
gotten (and indeed a trace now exists) which it will always be practicable to travel—That if said route were established 
there would be a complete connnexion between the Said Missouri Territory and the State of Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Alabama Territory—Whereas at present letters and papers have to pass from this part of Missouri by way of St. Louis, 
Nashville & c—The undersigned therefore pray your honorable body to pass a law establishin g a post route from 
Arkansas to Oachita, and as in duty bound will ever pray &c.

The TRIPPE Family of Chicot and Desha Counties

Tradition 


This family can trace its ancestry as far back into English history as the reign of Henry VIII. The ancestral home was 
in County Somerset. Tradition derivies the family from the illustrious race of Howard and accounts for the same in 
this manner: 


At the siege of Bullogne King larry asked the fifth son of Lord Howard how he took the town and castle. He 
replied lightly, I tripped up the walls, Saith his majesty, TRIPP shall be thy name, and no longer Howard and 
honered him with ye scaling ladder for his bend. 


The first record of this family in Amcrica is in 1663, when Licut. Henry TRIPP was living in Maryland. He was born 
in Canterbury, England, in 1632, and died in Dorchester County, Maryland, in 1698. He had fought in Flanders under 
the Prince of Orange. He brought with him to Maryland a royal grant; and took up lands in Dorcester County. There 
are descendants of this family now living in various other souther states.

Great Grandfather John TRIPPE 


Born in North Carolina, 29 June 1775, married Elizabeth HUNT, moved to Eatonton, Putnam County, Georgia and 
lived sixty—three years of his life in this community. He was born over a year before the colonies declared their inde- 
pendence of Great Britain, and was a personal actor in all the eventful history of this country, from reign of George HI 
to the present time. He died at Eatonton, Georgia, 11 March 1870, at 95 years of age. 


William Fletcher TRIPPE 


William Fletcher TRIPPE, son of John TRIPPE and Elizabeth HUNT, was one of twelve children, six boys and six 
girls. William Fletcher was born 2 September 1816. They lived in a large two story twelve room home. A fireplace in 
each room. The basement was a large family living room with four fire places. The kitchen was built separate from the 
house. Food was carried to the dining room from the outside kitchen. 


On 21 February 1848, William Fletcher TRIPPE and Mrs. Mary Elizabeth MCGEHEE MITCHELL, daughter of T. B. 
S. and Laura McGEHEE of Tuscaloosa, Alabama, were married. Nine children were born to this union, five girls and 
four boys. Laura, Kate, Tom, Will, Sarah, Louise or Sallie, Mary or Mollie, Edmund McGehee, Alonzo and Benjamin. 


William Fletcher and Mary Elizabeth lived in Eatonton until the winter of 1857. They with her brother, Benjamin 
McGEHEE, and his family came in covered wagons to Arkansas. 


An uncle, Edmund McGEHEE, and his wife, Sarah, of Memphis, Tennessee, sold William Fletcher land they had 
bought from the government, 1,526 acres for $3,500. They crossed the Mississippi River at Gaines Landin g, camping 
and cutting their way through. 


Near here where they camped for two days stood the largest Holly Tree in the country, and judging from its size, the 
oldest. All of the family carved their initials on it. I remember going to see the tree a number of times. I think it was 
destroyed when building Old Highway 65. The tree was located somewhere along Crook Bayou road below thejunction 
toward Arkansas City. , 
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The party moved along the bank of Crooked Bayou following the stream until they reached the spot where Highway 4 
turns toward Arkansas City. There on the garden spot of the Earl THOMAS place, they stopped and built a home, 
located in Township 13 South, Range 2 West, Section 6. In this home two years later, on February 2, 1859, Edmund 
McGchce TRIPPE was born. The two oldest children were sent back to Georgia. Laura and Kate stayed with their 
Grandfather John TRIPPE during the Civil War and attended school. When the war closed not much land was cleared, 
nothing to farm with and no help. Tom was sent to Locust Dale Academy, in Madison County, Virginia to school. An 
academy for boys was started in Sclma, Arkansas. Ed attended a short time. 


Laura and Kate returned from Georgia and helped the younger children. There had been three additions to the family 
while they were away, Mollic, Alonzo, and Benjamin. Laura told about standing in front of her grandfather John 
TRIPPE’s home at Eatonton, Georgia, and watching Sherman’s Army as they marched to the Sea. Grandmother Mary 
Elizabeth TRIPPE saved her silver and about $500 in gold by putting it in a jar and burying it in the orchard, then 
planting gourds on the spot. At one time during the war, the two oldest boys, Tom and Will, with helpers, were sent to 
the cane brake in the deadning with the stock, hoping to hide and save some of them. Slaves told the soldiers and they 
were found. 


When the war ended, Ed was old cnough to remember being given gunpowder by the soldicrs and told to throw it in the 
fire. Another time the soldicrs took everything there was to eat. Nothing was Icft except a few grains of corn where the 
horses had been fed. After the soldiers had left, the scattered grain was carefully gathered, washed, and cooked into 
hominy. The family lived on this for about a weck until they could get food elsewhere, at Selma, I think. Union soldicrs 
told the slaves they were free to follow them. All but the very old ones did. They got as far as Big Island on the 
Mississippi River. There, they Icft to starve and diced of cholera. Not one survived I have been told. 


Sara Louise, or Sallie, TRIPPE and Scranton Edward SWEET were married in the Holy Grove Church on 21 November 
1878. Ed SWEET was born in Eudora, Arkansas, 16 December 1850. Sallie in Eatonton, Georgia, 6 April 1855. Ed 
SWEET and Sallie TRIPPE moved to Arkansas City where S. B. SWEET worked as a building contractor. Some of the 
buildings in Arkansas City were constructed by him. One of these was the Desha Bank and Trust Company, a well 
known landmark destroyed by fire a few years ago. 


Edmund McGehee TRIPPE worked for S. W. SWEET, his brother-in-law. They later became partners. The partnership 
was known as SWEET & TRIPPE. They each built a home at Trippe of heart of Cypress, cut by their own mill. These 
houses still stand and have been lived in for more than seventy years. Sallie’s land extended from TUBER VILLE’s to the 
SPIVEY place, which was the old homesite. 


Edmund McGehee TRIPPE, third son of W. F. and M. E. TRIPPE, and Elizabeth Bowles DICKSON were married in the 
Methodist Church at Arkansas City, the evening of November 20, 1884. William F. TRIPPE was too ill to attend the 
wedding. He died 5 December 1884 and was buried in Holly Grove Cemetery, the cemetery land having been given by 
him to the surrounding community. Elizabeth DICKSON was the daughter of Parson DICKSON, a circuit rider, and 
Mary BOWLES DICKSON and the granddaughter of Oscar BOWLES and Elizabeth E. BOWLES. 


Oscar and Elizabeth E. BOWLES were two of the first settlers in Arkansas City. They came from Lynchberg, Virginia 
ona flat boat in 1834, with Mr. and Mrs. Charley CAMPBELL, who had a large number of slaves. Arkansas City was a 
cane break on the Mississippi River. It was also a steamboat landing. No one lived there. Oscar BOWLES was a 

and looked after the health and welfare of all. He built a home on what is know as the BOSTON place. Later he moved 
to a home he built next to Rev. PRYOR by the FIR place. Oscar BOWLES drown in 1874 and was buried on the Mound. 
Bro. PRYOR preached his funeral. Lizzie came back to Arkansas City in 1883 to stay with her widowed grandmother 
and married Edmund McGehee TRIPPE. 


Robert Emmet TRIPPE 
Robert Emmet TRIPPE was born October 21, 1885, in Arkansas City, eldest son of Ed and Lizzie TRIPPE, and Roberta 


Bowling EICHELBERGER, February 10, 1887, only child of George W. EICHELBERGER and Anne BOWLING, were 
married in Ft. Smith, Arkansas on 10 September 1907. George W. EICHELBERGER was a teaher, a Presbyterian 
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preacher, and worked for the Anti-Saloon League. His wife, Anne, dicd when Roberta was nine years old. Mr. EICHLE- 
BERGER sent Roberta to school at Maddox in Littke Rock until she was cighteen. He early years had been spent in Lclla 
and Pappy Judge’s home (Judge HUMPHERY) where her mother had been ill most of the time. Mrs. Ella HUMPHERY 
and Ann BOWLING EICHLEBUGER were sisters. Emmet and Roberta came to Arkansas City where Emmet worked 
for Kimbell Lacy Mill. He later ran the Pure Food Grocery, was Mayor of the City and a Mason. 


Their two youngest children are buried at Holly Grove. The oldest son, Gordon Eichelberger TRIPPE moved with 
Emmet and Roberta to Los Angeles in 1923, where Gordon finished high school and attended U. S. C. He married 
Dorothy ANDRADA in 1937. They have two sons, Charles Donald TRIPPE, born 5 September 1930, and Thomas 
Gordon TRIPPE, born 17 November 1939. Donald marricd recently. Tom received his Doctorate from U.C.L.A., and is 
now living in Switzerland with his wife and three children. He has completed cightecn months of research. Gordon dicd, 
18 September 1953, of a heart attack in Salt Lake City,Utah, where he was living and working for Standard Oil Com- 
pany. He is buried in Forrest Lawn, Glendale, California. His widow has re—married and lives in Woodland Hills. 


Robert Emmet TRIPPE worked for Penberthy LUMBER Company of Los Angeles for thirty years. He took care of the 
imports, as they bought lumber from all over the world. Emmet died 12 July 1964, and is buried in Forrest Lawn, 
Glendale, California beside Gordon. Roberta, Emmet’s widow, lives in their home at Westchester near the Los Angeles 
International Airport. 


Kimund (?) Marvin TRIPPE, born 16 July 1887, at Arkansas City, was the second son of Ed and Lizzic TRIPPE. He 
died 17 October 1892. 


Elsie Aletha TRIPPE, born 3 July 1895, in the old TRIPPE home at Trippe, died 26 August 1904. 


Great Grandmother Elizabeth E. BOWLES lived with Ed and Lizzie TRIPPE. She was born in Lynchberg, Virginia on 
3 July 1812, and died at Trippe Station 23 October 1896. She rests in Holly Grove. 


Maude Elizabeth TRIPPE, youngest child of Ed and Lizzie TRIPPE, was born 10 June 1897 in the old W. F. TRIPPE 
home at Trippe, and now lives in the Ed TRIPPE home. She attended Central Baptist College, Conway, Arkansas 
1913-16. Maude E. TRIPPE marricd Rupert Conyer BOWDEN, 25 June 1919, in the Ed TRIPPE home at Trippe. She is 
a Methodist and belongs to the Eastern Star. 


Rupert Conyer BOWDEN, retired teacher, was born 17 January 1890, at Magazine, Arkansas. He was the grandson of 
Dr. A. B. PRIDDY of Texas. He graduated from Magazine Ouachita Academy in 1910, and from Hendrix College, 
Conway, in 1916. He had worked as a railway and mail clerk, belonged to the National Guard, was a veteran of World 
War I, and was Educational advisor for Dutch Creek C. C. Camp, Principal of High Schools in Fayetteville, Arkansas, 
Yokum and Brady, Texas; Superintendent of schools at Eudora and Magazine, Arkansas. Also he taught in other towns 
of Arkansas and Louisiana. Mr. BOWDEN died 2 March 1963 at Trippe. He is buried in Old Union Cemetery, 
Magazine, Arkansas. 


William Fletcher TRIPPE, born 31 July 1890, in Arkansas City, was the third son of Ed and Lizzie TRIPPE, attended 
Business College at Conway, was a vetcran of World War I, Pvt. 270 Aero. S.W., was a farmer and a Justice of the 
Peace. He died 18 June 1960 and is buried in Holly Grove Cemetery. 


Edith Beatrice JACKSON, was born in Vicksburg, Mississippi, 4 September 1907, was the daughter of Thomas Francis 
Marion JACKSON of McComb, Mississippi, and Jennie HAVIS JACKSON of Vicksburg, Mississippi. Edith 
JACKSON and Fletcher TRIPPE were married on the 26 June 1929. Edith worked for the Eagle Store, McGchce, 
Arkansas about twenty-five years. Three sons were born. 


Robert Edward TRIPPE on the 26 February 1930. He has twenty years in the Air Force, an instructor of Electronics, A. 
B. Degree from Russellville Tech., Engineer for Teletype Company. He lives in Jacksonville, Arkansas. He is marricd to 
Johnnie Wills LEE of Tampa, Florida. Johnnie LEE was born 3 October 1930. They have one son, Fletcher Hampton 
TRIPPE, born 28 March 1967, and one daughter, Tammy Lee TRIPPE, born 8 April 1962. 
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Thomas Fletcher TRIPPE, second son of W. F. and Edith TRIPPE, was born on 30 May 1931. He was in the Air Force 
twenty-two years. He was a M/Sgt. Instructor in Engineering. Stationed in Okinawa. 


William Marion TRIPPE, third son of W. F. and Edith TRIPPE, was born on 3 May 1948. He was in school in Conway. 


Edith’s second marriage was to Columbus Turner NEAL on the 10 March 1962. She died 4 January 1968 and is buried in 
Holly Grove Cemetery. 


Columbus Turner NEAL was born at Eupora, Mississippi, on the 17 November 1887, came to Arkansas in 1892, crossing 
the Mississippi River on a train. The train was loaded on a boat and ferried across the river at Arkansas City, where it was 
unloaded, and they went on to Collins. His father settled at Collins where he bought land and built a home. Here Turner 
attended school. He remembers how the depot, stores and mill looked at Trippe. He often came in to Boggy Bayou and 
spent the day fishing. He rode the Warren Branch train, staying all day, going home in the afternoon. 


Mr. NEAL is a farmer and cattleman and raises fox hounds. He had a large farm on the Mason in the Neal Community, 
sold it and bought the Charlie BAKER farm, remodeling the house and building a large trophy room. He also built a Club 
House at Selma. He is a Baptist, a Mason, and is a member of the Amaranth. 


When each child of William Fletcher and Mary Elizabeth TRIPPE became of age or marricd, he or she was given one 
hundred and sixty acres of land along Crooked Bayou. 


The first to marry was the oldest girl, Laura, who married Mr. GAYLE. The land lying on cither sid of Crooked Bayou, 
from about the railroad to DORMAN’s, was given to her. Laura and Mr. GAYLE had four children. John, Ira, Ella, and 
Istallena. All four children and Istellena’s husband, Harry BAKER, are buried in Holly Grove Cemetery. (Mr. GAYLE 
was a timber man and brought the BAKER boys here to work in the timber.) 


Catherine, known as Kate, married James Dudley MCDERMOTT, a teacher from Monticello, Arkansas. Her land 
extended from DORMAN’s to the Holly Grove Church and Cemetery. Kate and Dudley had six children, one girl, 
Tallulah, and five boys. Father, mother, daughter and one son rest in Holly Grove. 


Will, their eldest son, moved to Little Rock, Arkansas. There, he met and married Lillian DEES (Mrs. W. F. McDER- 
MOTT, the well known civic leader of that city) on the 30 January 1895. Will was a traveling salesman. During World 
War I, he drove an ambulance in Italy. Of their two children, one survives. Dees McDERMOTT of Waco, Texas, was a 
Ford Dealer in McGehee several years. The daughter, Catherine Lucille, married Lieutenant Colonel HARRIS. She 
passed away last year, 1969. 


William Henry TRIPPE, second son of William Fletcher and Mary Elizabeth, was given land from Delta Country Club to 
TUBER VILLE’s, excepting the Holly Grove Church and Cemetery. Several years later he sold the land and moved to 
Texas where he worked in timber, and later in the Louisiana oil fields. He and his first wife, Lizzie WARNER, had five 
children. She died and is buried in Texas. He then married a widow, Mrs. Laura STONE. They had one son, Eolden. 
Later, Will returned and the estate was settled after his mother’s death in 1909. He received the old homesite, built a 
home, but soon went to live with his son Forrest TRIPPE at Collinston, Louisiana. Will and son William are buried at 
Long Straw Cemetery, about twenty-five miles south of Monroe, Louisiana. 


Forrest and Norma TRIPPE were married at home in Jackson parish near Choudrant, Louisiana,on the 6 December 1925. 


Forrest TRIPPE was born in Bivins, Texas, 28 September 1891, came to Arkansas with his father, stepmother, and 
younger brother, Eolden, about 1905 or 1906. 
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Will TRIPPE, Forrest’s father, built the Dummy Logging Road owned by Blissviles Lumber Company. It extended 
perhaps five or six miles back into the woods, was built on the line between the school, Holly Grove Cemetery, and 
farmland, now the Country Club. There was a trestle across Crooked Bayou and a spur siding along the main line of 
M.O.P. Tract and the trestle was torn up two or three years after the timber was cut. No road or track has ever been 
allowed to remain there! 


Mary or Mollic TRIPPE, youngest daughter of W. F. and M. E. TRIPPE, was born in the old TRIPPE home at Trippe, 
Arkansas, 25 November 1860, and was marricd to Rev. E. N. EVANS, 27 October 1884. He was a member of the Little 
Rock Conference and was stationed as a preacher in Little Rock. They had one son, Edwin Trippe EVANS. Mrs. W. F. 
TRIPPE made her home with Rev. EVANS and her daughter Mollic at Little Rock.When son Edwin was two years old, 
Mollie died, on 23 July 1892, and was buried at Holly Grove. Mary E. TRIPPE and grandson Edwin came to Trippe and 
lived with Sallie and Mr. SWEET. Having no children, they welcomed Edwin with open ams. 


Scranton Edward SWEET was born at Eudora, Arkansas, on 16 December 1850 and dicd at Trippe Junction, 1 March 
1900. Knowing that he was dying, he asked that Lizzie come and sing some songs for him. All the family stood around 
his room with Mother singing his favorite hymns. I was about two and a half years old. Aunt Sallie wore deep mouming 
for her husband, a black crepe bonnet with long flowing vail. For thirteen years I can remember her wearing nothing but 
black. She came to live with Ed and Lizzie after her mother, Elizabeth McGehee TRIPPE, passed away in 1909. 


Edwin SWEET was sent to school at Hendrix College in Conway, then went to live for awhile with his father in New 
Orleans. He came back to Arkansas and married Lillian ANDERSON, the oldest daughter of Dr. James A. ANDERSON 
of Conway and Little Rock. Dr. ANDERSON was the editor of the Arkansas Methodist at this time. Edwin attended 
Draughn’s of Little Rock, was a veteran of World War I, a court stenographer and bank examiner. He died in New York 
in 1962 at home of daughter, Patsy. His wife, Lillian, is buricd in Jonesboro, Arkansas. 


Ed SWEET and Ed TRIPPE each built a home of heart of cypress, cut by their own mill. Theses houses still stand (1970) 
and have been lived in for more than seventy years. Edward SWEET and Edmund TRIPPE move to Trippe from Arkan- 
sas City in 1892. Edward SWEET had lost a hand in a planing mill accident and had become ill with consumption. 
Farming, running the mill and cotton gin, fell to Ed TRIPPE. 


A number of people lived in the SWEET home over the years. First, was Conductor SMITH of the Warren Branch Train, 
his wife and three sons and a daughter, Edna. Mrs. SMITH died and is buried in Holly Grove Cemetery. Rev. Jim 
CANNON and his family lived in the SWEET home about two years until he built a home on the lower end of the Y. 
Here they remained until sometime in the 1920’s when Bro. CANNON returned to preaching. 


Ben TRIPPE was taken ill and died suddenly of a heart attack on the 15 May 1900. He was born 2 November 1865. 
Alonzo died in Texas on 20 October 1862. 


John Thomas TRIPPE worked for Dunnaway & Sons Mercantile Company of Arkansas City. He died of a gunshot 
wound from carelessly handling a pistol while visiting relatives in Monticello, Arkansas on 20 December 1879. He was 
born in Eatonton, Georgia on 19 December 1851. 


Many of the family are buried in the Old Holly Grove and their funerals were preached in the Church. On 11 February 
1900, Benjamin McGEHEE, brother of Mary E. TRIPPE, passed away. His furncral was held in Holly Grove Church 
and was preached by Rev. J. J. COLSEN. He was buried in the McCGEHEE enclosure beside his first wife, Sarah Ann 
VANHOOSEE, and three of their children, Laura Ann, James Thomas and Benjamin Scott. Daughter Ruth died ten 
months later, 29 December 1900, and was buried beside her father. Mary F. HALLEY (Aunt Fannie), second wife of 
Benjamin McGEHEE, born 30 May 1839, died 20 November 1913, was buried beside her daughter, Ruth. 
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Many from Arkansas City, Tillar, and vicinity have been laid to rest in Holly Grove’s peaceful grounds. One, a Con- 
federate soldier, Mr. Jcbe HYDE, was born in Cambridgeshire, England, 26 September 1832 and died 25 December 
1927. He was the father of Mrs. Maric HYDE McNEELY of McGchce, and of the late John HYDE. Holly Grove was 
the nearest Church for many years until a Church was build in McGehee. Many Circuit Riders preached there. They 
usually came once a month and preached, often having an all day mecting with dinner on the ground. Bro. PRYOR of 
Hamburg has been named as one of the Circuit Riders who preached at Holly Grove Church. Bro. PRYOR later moved 
to Arkansas City and built a home. Bro. John Lewis CANNON was the last pastor to preach in the old Holly Grove 


Church that had witnessed so many sad occasions and great ones. 


Mother tried to have Sunday School during the summer months. There were few children, and no one came or took 
an interest. She finally gave up and taught us children at home from the old Catachism they had used at Holly Grove 


earlier. 


The song books had no notes. Someone would pitch the tune and everyone sang. Men and boys sat on one side of 
the Church, girls and women on the other.

After the building was no longer used as a church, school desks were moved in, a framed black board, globe, dictionary 
and charts for beginners. Until now schools had been held in the homes, one teacher for all grades with seldom more 
than one child in a grade. 


The earlicst I remember school is in the summer of 1900. It was held in my father’s home with Miss Tommie OWENS 
as teacher. Miss OWENS was Mrs. MAULDING’s sister and aunt of Mrs. Kate WEST. She brought Kate and Verna 
MAULDING with her each day in her buggy. They attended school session, perhaps more at Trippe. Then followed a 
succession of teachers: Miss Kate SHARPE, Miss Helen HUNT, Mrs. Fletcher CANNON, Miss Georgiana PEOPLES 
(Mrs. M. E: SHERLAND, Sr.), she drove from McGehee and brought her nephew, Eddie BONNER (he is buried at 
Holly Grove), Miss Sallie SKYES of Mist, Miss Pearle KNOWLTON of Elaine, Miss Enma THOMAS of Trippe. With 
consolidation of the two districts in 1917, McGehee special bussed the students to McGehee where they have continued. 
Tubby JAYNES drove the first fus, a model T car, for several years. Mrs. Pat RUNYAN drove a B Ford bus for many 
years built by Ward and Company near Conway. 


For want of a ladder, the old church burned in 1913. Miss Pearle KNOWLTON was teaching on a very cold windy day 
in April about 12:30 p. m., a spark from the fire in the stove dropped on a dry rotted shingle. In a minute it was fanned 
into flames. Word was sent immediately to Mr. Fred BAKER. He came with his hired help, they were only able to 
remove a few of the church benches.

James Hurlston JOHNSON, born 1833 in Lawrence Co., Misissippi, son of John W. & Emily SMITH Johnson moved to 
Ashley County when a young man. First married Susannah ETHRIDGE in 1857, they had two children who died in 
infancy, then Susannah died in 1860. In 1861, he married Frances E. STEVENS, daughter of Reddick P. & Treachie 
WADE STEVENS. These pictures were made in Ashley County before Hurlston left for the Civil War. Frances is 
holding their first child, Margaret. They were members of Mt. Olive Missionary Baptist Church, where Hurlston was 
church clerk. He was at one time the only commissioned Justice of the Peace in Ashley County. According to Mr. Bryan 
Howerton’s records, Hurlston first enlisted in Co. B, 26th Reg. Arkansas Inf. in Monticello on May 3, 1862. He was 
discharged for disability in August the sameyear. He later enlisted in Co. B, 12th Reg. Ark Cavalary. After the war 
Hurlston & Frances moved to Hot Sprintgs Co. & then later settling in Grant Co. They were the parents of 12 children, s 
sets of twins. Hurlston was the brother of William Monroe JOHNSON, who married Rebecca ETHRIDGE SULLIVAN, 
Martha who married first James RIDGELL, later John J. BAIN, Edward S. who married Margaret CHAMBERS of Drew 
County. & was killed in the Civil War, Amanda who married Thomas CHAMBERS of Drew County, & John Matthew 
who died durning the Civil War. 


Frances was the sister of Wm. W. STEVENS, who married Mary Jane FLANNIKEN, Barbara Ann who married E. F. 


HATCHELL, Sarah who married Alfred HARDWICK. Felix W. who married Annie Lula NUNN, Pheobe STEVENS, 
who married Dallas NOBLE, Mildred STEVENS, who married Billy GAMMILL & Margaret. 
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Felix Wade Stevens, son of Reddick P. & Treacie Wade Stevens was born in MS in 1843, & lived in Ashley County 
several years. While living in Ashley County, he was member of Mt. Olive Missionary Baptist Church where his father 
was a deacon & thought to be a charter member. According to Mr. Bryan Howerton’s records, Felix enlisted in Co. F, 
8th Battation Ark Inf. in Hamburg, Mar. 1862, & was captured by the Yankees at Port Hudson, LA., July 9, 1863. He 
was released & served on in the same outfit until 1863. After the war he moved to Malvem, Ark., where he married & 
had two sons. He died Oct. 1931 in Tucson, Ariz., & is buried in Oak Ridge Cemetery in Malvern, Ark.
